the press a letter which.they sent to 
Mr. Kozlov. | 

The letter stressed that Jews had 
virtually disappeared from the diplo- 
matic service of the U.S.S.R.; were 
being squeezed out from high posts in 
the army; said there were only three 
in both 
Supreme Soviet, a mere .25 per cent 
compared with 4.10 per cent in 1937, 
Yet Jews constituted today about 1.4 
per cent of the population of the 
Soviet Union. | 

Declaring that the Jews aye the only 
religious group in. the USSR. not 
permitted to have a central religious 
body and probably the only group 
whose writers are not permitted to 
publish their works in the original 
languages, Yiddish and Hebrew, the 
letter stated that documents proved 
that the “attempt to deny Jews the 
status of other recognised national 
groups is not-due to the absorption 
into the various other national groups 
in the Soviet Union. Yet, whereas, 
as late as 1955 an official tabulation 
Listed 24,620 Jews among the scien- 
tific workers, the ver’ recent publica- 
‘The Achievements of the 
Soviet Régime,’ finds no place at all 
for classifying Jews.” 


Desecration of Ceme . ries 


The American Jewish Congress 
made public here a series of photo- 
graphs said to depict the desecration 
of Jewish synagogues and cemeteries 


-in the Soviet Union within the last 


year, 

Copies of the originals were exhi- 
‘bited by Dr. Joachim Prinz, President 
of the organisation, at Stephen Wise 
‘Congress House. Dr, Prinz, who 
declared that he was Satisfied with 
the pictures’ authenticity, said that 


tourists had taken the pictures and | 


that prints had been made for him. 
One photograph showed a boarded- 
up synagogue at Voronezh, in South- 
East Russia, near the Ukrainian 
border, which has a population of 
15,000 Jews. Dr. Prinz said the syna- 
gogue is now used as a storage plant, 
‘there was a photograph of another 
boarded-up synagogue at Kremen- 


chug, in the Ukraine, where, said Dr. 


Prinz, 20,000 Jews lived. He added 
that it was the only synagogue in the 
city and that Soviet officials had 
refused to restore it as a place of 
worship. Still another photograph 
showed a mass grave in the Babiyara 
district in Kiev. Eighty thousand 
Jews are buried in this cemetery, in 
which tombstones had been toppled 
over, They were victims of the Nazis

The leading article in last week’s . 


JEWISH CHRONICLE on Israel’s sale of 


arms to Germany has led to a new. 


controversy in Israel. 

Kol Israel, the Israeli national 
radio, broadcasting last Saturday press 
reaction to the dispute, quoted Tue 
JEWISH CHRONICLE article as favour- 
ing the arms deal. 
“Lamerhav,” the organ of Achdu 
Avoda, which led the campaign 
against the arms deal, attacked the 
Israeli radio for distorting the article 
and quoted excerpts from it showing 
that THE JeEwisH CHRONICLE was 
opposed to the arms. deal, 

An apology was broadcast by Kol 
Israel on Monday evening. The radio 
stated that the reference should have 
been to the “ News Chronicle” and 
not to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and 
explained that the mistake was due to 
an “error in transmission.” Kol 
Israel in turn accused “Lamerhav” 
of distorting THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
article by quoting only the first para- 
graph and the last sentence and omit- 
ting the criticism of the Left-wing 
parties. | 


‘London Paper’s Comment 


he “ News Chronicle” stated on 
July 1 that “the new crisi: had been 
bedevilled by attempts from the Com- 
munists and extreme Left to exploit 


an ebvious opening. Mr. Ben-Gurion 


claimed that the deal was discussed 
and approved by the Cabinet last 
December. The short and stormy his- 
tory of Israel will survive this latest 
squall ; and so will the scholar-turned- 
soldier.” 

A Kol Israel radio announcer read 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE article in full 
and offered to send stencilled copies 
of it to listeners. Kol Israel also 
stated that it would send the complete 
text of the article, with “ Lamerhav’s” 


version of it, to all Knesset Members. 


This controversy should be viewed 
in the light of the intense criticism 


- by opponents of the arms deal of the 


manner in which Kol Israel has been 
resenting the Cabinet crisis. They 
ave accused the radio of being “ not 
the voice of Israel, but the voice of 
Mapai.”

BOMB OUTRAGE IN 
ARGENTINA

BueNOS AIRES 

A bomb which exploded at the 
main entrance of the Central 
Synagogue at Cordoba caused exfen- 
sive damage to the building. There 
were no casualties, but the force of 
the’ explosion shattered windows in 
surrounding houses. Who was 
responsible for planting the bomb. 
or the reason for the outrage are 
still unknown. The synagogue is one 
of the largest in Argentina. 


Cordoba is 450 miles west of 
Buenos Aires. It has been the centre 
of political unrest, caused by strong 
military anti-Peronista and anti- 
Communist circles. which — have 
enforced radical changes on the 
Government. Among those who 
resigned in the recent Government 
crisis were a number of Jews in high 
positions. They included Dr. David 
Blejer, the Minister of Labour and 
Social Security, who had been the 
first: Jew to enter the Argentine 
Cabinet, and Mr. Samuel Schmuckler, 
who had been Administrative 
Secretary to the President. 


10,000-YEAR-OLD TOMB 
FOUND 
Hula Discovery

JERUSALEM 

A settlement thought to be over 
10,000 years old has been excavated 
in the Hula valley by the French 
archeologist M. Jean Perrot. At a 
press conference held here at the 
conclusion of his third season of 
digging, M. Perrot said that a well- 
constructed tomb had been dis- 
covered. on the site. It contained fifty 
bodies, including complete skeletons. 
‘These had been sent to France for 
expert examination. M. Perrot said 
that he would continue excavations 
on the site for several more seasons. 

Archeologists have also been excava- 
ting an agricultural settlement believed 
to date back to 4,000 B.c.g. in the Jordan 
vane, and at another site in Belsan 
a fifth-century monastery has been 
excavated.

New Views in 
Germany

BONN 

German opposition to Jews living 
in Germany has greatly decreased in 
the past few years, according to a 
public opinion poll carried out by a 
research institute in South Germany. . 

The institute carried out three surveys 
in 1952, 1956, and: 1959. In each 
case people were asked: “ Would you 
say that it would be better if no Jews 
were living in Germany?” In. 1952, 
37 per cent o* those questioned were 
against Jews living in Germany, by ’ 
1956 the. percentage had dropped. to 
29 per. cent, and this year only 22 
per cent opposed it. 

Of the people who this year 
opposed the idea of Jews living in 
Germany one-third justified their 
views by saying that the presence of 
Jews in Germany would create new 
tensions in the future. These people 
nevertheless. demanded that anti- 


‘Semitic remarks. should be punished, 


The survey also revealed that 44 per 
cent of the people questioned did not 
know the meaning of the words 
‘antisemitie ” and. “antisemitism.” 
In 1952, 20 per cent of those 
questioned actively supported the 
idea of Jews living in Germany. 
This figure rose to 35 per cent in 
1956, and to’ 38 per cent this year. 
Forty per cent of those questioned 
this year said. that they were 
indifferent to the whole question.

The Beth Din’s attitude to the 
import of kosher meat has been given 
Statement to THR Jewish 
Cnronicie, This follows the recent 
“pC.” inquiry into the kosher meat 
trade, in the course of which the 

uestion of importing meat from 
Dublin was discussed, 

The statement emphasises the concern 
of the Beth Din that. prices be kept 
down, since increases might lead to pur- 
chases by some people of trefa meat. 
The Beth Din says, however, that it has 
never had a workable scheme submitted 
io it that would give the community 
kosher meat at prices cheaper than those 

resent, 
= adds that any scheme likely to result 
in the provision of cheaper meat supplies 
would be considered by the Beth Din on 
‘tg merits. But none has yet proved that 
imported meat would be cheaper.

In the commentaries and midrashim 
Korah js represented as an 
arrogant, smug, self-righteous dissi- 
dent, who dares to show that he 
is. more learned than the revered 
teacher and leader Moses. The 
simple narrative in the Scriptures 
does not disclose the motives which 
induced Korah to rebel against the 
leadership of Moses. Leading 
rabbinic scholars did not hesitate 
to use their vivid imagination to 
create episodes which graphically 
depict Korah’s motives. Korah 
stands revealed as a hypocrite and 
a demagogue, who uses slogans of 
democracy and piety to conceal his 
ambition. 


CONTE MPORARY history is not 

unfamiliar with those in high 
and low places, who glibly mouth 
popular and sacred slogans to 
propel their drive for power ; their 
their insatiable hunger for 
popularity or public acclaim. _The 
Torah narrative demonstrates the 
validity of the statement from 
the Ethics of the Fathers (iv, 28):; 
Eleazar WHakkappaer said, 
Envy, cupidity, and ambition take 
a man from the world.” Korah 
literally destroys himself by his 
greed and ambifion, just as his con- 
temporary counterparts sometimes 
manage to destroy themselves, or, 
even worse, to keep the world on 
the brink of = destruction by 
demagogy or the distrust they plant 
‘in the hearts of their gullible fol- 
lowers by besmirching the reputa- 
tions of consecrated — and 
teachers. 

We tend to assume that self- 
survival or that tne libido are the 
most potent human instincts and 
the source of most social problems. 


‘The story of Korah and endless 


other examples, from Cain and 
Abel to our own day, would 
indicate that envy of other human 
beings and the drive for power are 


not 


the Prime Minister, 


far’ more prevalent and harbour 
greater potential for evil. 

Every historical epoch and 
generation has its important 
dates, special heroes, and unique 
form of idolatry. Thus, some ages 
are known where = nationalism 
or imperialism dominated, others 
where fanaticism and cynicism were 
the prevailing mood Future his- 
torians may well describe our 
generation as the Age of “ Nar- 
cissism.” We, all of us, are perhaps 
the most self-centred and_ self- 
worshipping of recent generations. 


F man is regarded as the centre of 

an ever-expanding universe, if is 
not surprising that we worship our- 
selves as the ultimate good. A self- 
made man js likely to revere his 
creator. Narcissism has many faces 
and many mirrors before which we 
stand in awe. One of the less 
attractive is the tendency to assume 
that we are without blemish and 
our neighbours corrupt, malicious, 
and not to be trusted 

A musi-hall entertainer is. 
reported to have said that no 
success is sweet unless one’s friends © 
have at the same time failed. One 
of the noteworthy features of the 
Biblical marrative is the honest pore 
trayal of human virtues and vices 
of patriarch, prophet, and priest. 
Abraham, Moses, and Aaron are 
portrayed as smug, self- 
righteous people who never erred. 


The Korahs who see only their own 


virtues and their neighbours’ faults 
are condemned. The Jewish way 
has been to count one’s own faults 
and one’s brother’s virtues.

N 1903 Isaac Freehof decided 

to cross the Atlantic. And the 

son who had been born in 
London nine years earlier was sent 
to the Hebrew Union College, Cin- 
cinnati, the cradle of radic;

Solomon Freehof 
returns to London to take over the 
mantle cf Claude Montefiore, Leo 
Baeck, and Lily Montagu as 
President of the World Union for 
Progressive sudaism, 

Solomon Freehof was ordained a 
rabbi in 1915. His colleagues on that 
eccasion imcluded Abba Hillel Silver 
and Harold Reinhart. At first he did 
not go into the active ministry, 
remaining as a teacher at Hebrew 
Union College, with a short interrup- 
tion when he was a chaplain to the 
American Expeditionary Force. From 
1924 to 1934 he was rabbi at a 
Reform Temple in Chicago, and in 
1934. was called to Temple Rodef 
Shalom in Pittsburgh, 


Nearly half. a century. earlier a 
group. of American rabbis had met at 
Temple Rodef Shalom and formu- 
lated what. was known as the Pitts- 
burgh Platform, which has had. a 
decisive influence on the outlook of 
men such as Freehof. The Jewish 
immigrants who flocked to America 
in the Jast century. were turning their 
backs on the practices of the Old 
World: Their heads were ringing 
with declarations of independence. 
They. believed that Free America was 
the millennium, and they. saw. in 
Jewish ritual only so much. ancient 
lumber which divided man from his 
brother and obstructed the road -to 
the promised land of a united 
‘humanity. | 

“ Religion humanised and: humanity 
religronised—that is the aim, the 
beginning, and end 
Reform sees it . . . it must throw. into. 
the background everything small, 
clannish, and exclusive. It must drop 
its Orientalism and become truly 
American in spirit and form... .” 
Thus spake Kaufman Kohler, the 
principal architect of the Pittsburgh

It was not the only influence. The 
other was the piety of a Lithuanian 
talmid chacham, his father. Solomon 
Freehof was reared jn the atmosphere 
of Talmudic learning, and never lost 
his love for it. He has written many 
books; he has made himself an 
authority not only on the Talmudic 
Codes but on the Responsa which 
great rabbis have issued throughout 
the centuries and which are an 
important scurce of Jewish law. Thus 
the psak of this advanced Reformer 
is highly respected, even in Orthodox 
circles, |

Homes for 500 Families

New York 

Followers ‘of. the Sotmarer Rebbe 
have leased .land in: Franklin, New 
Jersey, in order to build their own 
village. there. .

HAND-WRITTEN CALENDARS 
IN RUSSIA 


Jews’ Humiliating Expedients 


By our Special Correspondent 


The complete absence of any 
organised Jewish life in, Russia, the 
shortage of prayer-books and other 
religious appurtenances are generally 
known, and, of course, greatly 


regretted even by friends of Russia 


abroad. But what is not known, and 
yet it is a harsh anti-Jewish measure, 
keenly felt even by non-religious Jews 
in Russia, is the ban which continues 
in force against the publication of 
everything Jewish, including calendars. 

So rigid is the ban that in some syna- 
gogues, especially in Moscow, there has

Visitors to. Moscow have told me that 
very frequently Russian Jews, some of

evening prayers to obtain expert advice 
as to the date on which they .have to 
observe the anniversary of the death of 
their parents: 

In order to meet this demand for 
Jewish religious. dates and also for the 
dates of the Holy-days, because of the 
absence of printed calendars, there circu- 
late in Russia today hand-written Jewish 
calendars. Altogether there are about 


a dozen of such calendars in circulation, 


They have the Jewish Holy-days and the 
months in Hebrew, and also in Russian. 
The names of the days are invariably 
given in Yiddish. Some have only. the 


dates of WHoly-days, such as Rosh 


Hashana, Yom Kippur, fast days, Rosh 
Chodesh, and the Sidra of the week. 

There were a' few of these hand-written 
calendars in circulation in the days of 
Stalin, but since 1953. their number: has 
increased, and it is significant that the 
authorities in their determined effort to 
deny the Jews the right to any publica- 
tions have recently started a special press 
campaign against these hand-written 
calendars. 

Thus, the “ Sovietskaya Daugava,” 


published in Latvia, in a special article 


by Y. Salna,.*‘ exposes the trade in the 
calendars,” 
contrary to preachings.”. The author 
discovered that a certain Jew, named 
Boruch Eliashberg, bought several 


which he denounces as being - 


dozens of ordinary copybooks at 15 
kopecks a piece, split them into two, 
and fabricated so-called religious calen- 
dars.” These he sold at from five to 
ten roubies each, The'income, the paper 
said, found its way into Eliashberg’s 
pockets. The author of the article even 
claimed to know that “these calendars 
were purchased by many visitors to the 
Synagogue,” thus testifying to the need 
felt by Jews for even these humbly 
produced Jewish calendars.

Premier, 
who. visited the United States earlier this 
year, he has been taken to task on the 
question of his Government's discrimi- 
nation against the Jewish minority, And 
like Mr, Mikoyan he replied by callin 
these accusations a “mere slander 
against the Soviet Union. 

To gild this untruth, he repeated. the 
version first circulated by Mr. Khrus- 
chevy about the number of Jewish 
women married to high-ranking Soviet 
Jeaders. Even Marshal Voroshilov, the 
titular President of the U.S.S.R., is mar- 
ried to a Jewess, as are several others 
occupying prominent positions in the 
Communist Party.’ not even Mr, 
Kozlov can now deny that should any 
of the Jewish wives of there high-ranking 
members of the régime ever wish to 
light a candle on the yahrzeit of her 
parents, she would not be able to find 
a printed calendar to tell her the date.

JERUSALEM 

Two factors have contributed to the 
public outcry in Israel over the sale 
of arms from Israel’s new but rapidly 
growing arms factories to West Ger- 
many. On the one hand there is a 
deep-seated emotional reaction against 
any ties with Germany until such 
time as the Jewish public is convinced 
that the remnants of Nazism have 
been rooted out. . This applies 
especially to the distasteful export of 
arms which has been accepted only 
with reluctance by some of Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s most fervent supporters. On 
the other hand there is an attempt 
to make political capital out of the 
issue in anticipation of\the forthcom- 
ing general election. 


Ben-Gurion’s Approach 


On occasion it is difficult to ascertain 
which of these two factors guides public 
utterances. Mr. Ben-Gurion’s approach 
is_ clear and single-minded. Obsessed 
with the necessity of ensuring Israel’s 
security he is convinced that Israel must 
be led toward closer co-operation with 
West Germany, because of the rising 
Strategic importance of that country in 
the Western world. The arms sale for 
Mr. Ben-Gurion was a natural step to 
further development of normal relations 
between the two countries, which he 

assionately believes to be vital for 
srael’s security. Acute politician that 
he is, it seems inconceivable that he ‘id 
not anticipate the tremendous  cun- 
troversy which the arms sale would stir 
up. A study of the pubjished Cabinet 
minutes leave the impression of high- 
handedness and a deliberate attempt to 
get the issue passed without others realis- 
ing its significance, He is convinced that 
the Coalition partners who brought the 
matter into the open have sabotaged 
Israel's security. 


TO A CRISIS 


The motives of the two dissident 
ao are less easily defined. Although 
Ar. Ben-Gurion mentioned a sale to 
Germany only offhandedly at a Cabinet 

meeting, their statement that all their 


four Ministers (and only these Ministers) 


did not hear this remark, is, to say the 
Jeast, suspicious. It appears that the 
parties only decided to make an issue 
of the arms sale at a later stage, when 
the information about the sale reached 
wider circles. For Achdut Avoda the 


issue was a sorely needed election plank. | 


Mapam, whose ideological ties with the 
Eastern bloc are still strong, followed 
suit, sO as not to be outshone, especially 
as the subject was the rearmament of 
Western Germany. Achdut Avoda had 
been having certain trepidations regard- 
ing the forthcoming elections. Their 
policy is comparatively close to that of 
Mapai, and their right to separate eX1st- 
ence has been challenged even to the 
extent of talk of a possible ultimate 
merger between the two parties, Another 
consideration is that Ach? Aveda 
appeals to a segment of you.1, among 
whom Cherut has many supporters. 


Party Kivalry 4 


Consequently there is special rivalry 
between these two parties. At the last 
elections Achdut Avoda stole Cherut’s 
thunder 7 campaigning for an active 
border policy, and now again they are 
adopting the German issue, which has 
always been one of Cherut’s main elec- 
toral planks. 

Achdut Avoda and Mapam can now 
campaign on the issue of the arms sale 
to Germany, but it is possible that their 
stand may boomerang. As far as tt 
can be measured public opinion is behind 
Mr. Ben-Gurion. An attempt by the 
independent paper “ Haaretz” (which 
itself opposed the deal) to sample public 
opinion scientifically, found that two out 
of three as om were in favour of the 
sale. Polls made by various journalists 
have revealed even a higher percentage

THE statement by King Hussein of 
Jordan envisaging the resettlement 
of Arab refugees in their host 
countries confirms earlier reports 
that in both Jordan and _ the 
Lebanon reappraisal of the refugee 
problem has been taking place.

What becomes abundantly clear is 
the need for the Beth Din to main- 
tain better liaison with the Jewish 
public. One of. the means , of 
achieving this would be for its 
membership to be widened, so as 
to include all ministers possessed of 
the necessary rabbinic qualifications 
——as recommended by the Weitz- 
man Committee in 1955. This 
would relieve the existing Dayanim 
of part of their present burdens, 
make the court better informed as 


-to the problems confronting the 


laity, and give to the rest of the 
rabbinate due recognition of their 
professional status. The very 
enhancement of the position of the 
Beth Din has made some. such 
change long overdue. 


RESIGNATION 
Tue Israeli Government's resig- 
nation and the eflective break-up 
of the coalition were not unex- 
pected; they bear marked family 
resemblance to the dissolution of 
previous coalition “governments 
over emotionally. significant issues 
as election-time drew near. It js 
generally agreed that the German 
arms issue merely sparked off an 
explosion prepared by. accumu- 
lated resentments and mancuv- 


ring for favourable vantage-points . 


from which to contest the coming 
elections. The coalition crisis 


merely reflects the crisis in relation- | 


ships between the socialist parties. 
After the 1955 elections Mapai's 
leaders were forced inte a coalition 
with. Mapam and Achdut Avoda 
by pressure of their middle echelon. 
cadres and rank-and-file members 
against their own better judgment.. 
As they feared, the left-wing 
parties refused to Stop agitating 
against some government. policies 
or to accept all the responsibilities 
of power together with its advan- 
tages. After several crises. Premier 
Ben-Gurion was forced to: submit 
his resignation at the end of 1957; 
he reconstituted a government with 
Left-wing participation only after 
they promised scrupulous adherence 
to the code of collective cabinet 
responsibility — an undertaking 


which they subsequently broke. The 


proposal to. advance the. election 
date by ‘several weeks would 
shorten the period of acrimonious 
recriminations and expedite the 
emergence cf a stable representative 
government to speak for Israel. 


COLLECTIVE CONSCIENCE 


THE recent Geneva Conference 
on. prejudice and discrimination is 
not the first international gathering 
to attempt to grapple with this 
problem. But it was more success- 
ful than most in considering 
practical methods of implementa- 
tion. Professor Pinto’s contention 
that prejudice is indivisible and 


needed 


that it had to be combated every- 
where if the fight against that evil 
is to be successful should by now 
command universal acceptance. 
Nor can it be questioned that, as 
another speaker put it, the first 
step towards real tolerancé is to 
recognise the other man’s right to 
differ. The declaration of these 
principles is itself a contribution to 
the fight. But the Conference 
went further, and among other 
practical recommendations  dis- 
cussed the appointment of an 
Attorney-General whose responsi- 
bility would be to receive evidence 


of violations of human rights or 


acts of discrimination. There are. 
undoubtedly technical obstacles of 
considerable difficulty which stand 
in the way of the consummation 
of this propossl. But these 
obstacles are not insurmountable if 
there is a will to surmount. them. 
An Attorney-General would not 
only provide a centre of responsi- 
bility but could dramatise the idea 
of human rights and become the 
symbol of the collective conscience 
of the civilised world. Among the 


hundred non-governmental organi- . 


sations represented at this Confer- 
ence were many of the leading 
Jewish organisations, all of which 
contributed 
deliberations. If as a result the 
Attorney-General or other imple-: 
mentation machinery were to come 
about, this Conference would 
constitute a significant advance in 
the battle against prejudice. 


COMMUNAL RABBI 


THE hope expressed by Mr. 


Sandler that another incum- 


bent will be found for the office of 
Communal Rabbi of Manchester, 
shortly .to be vacated by. Dr. 
Altmann, will be echoed far beyond 
the community most closely con- 
cerned. A’ group. of Jews as 
numerous and energetic as those of 
Manchester needs in its public life 
every unifying. force that is avail- 
able. A Communal Rabbi alone 
cannot do everything that js 
in -this direction, but it 
would be an altogether. retrograce 
step to allow the office to lapse 
just when the schismatic tendencies 
in the community make it more 
necessary. Reasons of wider 
import point in the same direc- 
tion. The Communal Rabbi o7 
Manchester could always be a 
valuable auxiliary to the Chief 
Rabbi, and by creating an opening 
for. promotion encourage _ the 


morale of the more ambitious 
members of the ministry. It is to 
be hoped that the Manchester 


community will lose no time in 
placing on a sound basis the finan- 
cial and. other administrative 
arrangements connected with the 
office and in searching for a 
worthy successor to Dr. Altmann.

NORWOOD 


Sir,—The report in your columns 


of June 26, of the revolutionary pro- 


posal to change the structure of 
Norwood and the method of caring 


for the children, prompts me to make - 


the following suggestions. 


if the decision was reached to house © 


all the children in “ family homes” so 
that they might experience as normai 
a domestic life as possible, then, surely, 
the aim should be -to establish small 
homes scattered in the midst of denselv 


populated Jewish districts so that the 


children could mix with the Jewish 
children in. the neighbourhood.,. attend 
Jewish day schools, the 
gogues, and their religion. classes. 

The number of really deprived Jewish 
children is small and has been declin- 
The con- 
struction of a model children’s village 
is likely to become an empty monu- 
ment to a short-sighted social policy. 

While was at Norwood found 
few casey more pathetic than those. of 


young children who had: been separated 


from their mothers in Liverpool, Man- 
chester, and Leeds. These cities have 
It shouid. 
not be beyond their capacity each to 
have its own children's home capable 
of holding not more than ten to twelve 
children. Such a provision would pre- 
vent. the menfal cruelty involved in the 
present needless separation of children, 
hundreds of miles from their relatives 


and friends. 


distressing feature of the. present 
dichotomy is the separation of children 
under the age of five in one Home— 
and the translation of these children 
after five to Norwood or to another 
of the Homes of -the Board of 
Guardians, This has often. meant the 
separation. of siblings at a time when 
their company for each other was so 


important. 


If it is resolved to adopt a “ family” — 


system of care there should be a 
scatter of all ages in. the one home, 
where the children could remain 
throughout the period of their sojourn 
in care... and by scattering the homes 
among the Jewish community; an 
opportunity would be given for these 
children to be absorbed. naturally. into 
the communal family life of 
friendly Jewish neighbours.

tion. must be. sure that the 
applicant is one who really wants to 
become a Jew. - We do not close the 
door, but we accept only those who 
convince us that. they genuinel, 
adhere to Judaism. here has been 
no change in policy in recent years. 
We handle each application with care 
and a- great sense. of responsibility. 
We must think in terms of. the 
kehilla.” 

The fact remains that it is hard— 
and takes a long time—to become ; 
Essential requirements include 
knowledge of Hebrew’ and Jewish 
observances, particularly those apper- 
taining to kashrut-and family. life. 
This, the Dayanim feel, is. especially 
important jn. the case of.

HAVE before me a_ well- 
illustrated book on the painter 
4% Reuven Rubin* which every- 
On? interested in Israel and in art 
Should buy and study. For Rubin 
iS an artist (not merely what 
Michelangeio called “a _ painter 
with no equipment beyond colours 
and brushes’), and one element in 
his art is his deep affection for the 
soil of Israel. 

His material career can be sum- 
marised as follows: He was born 
at Galatz in Rumania in 1893; in 
1912 he worked in the Bezalel 
School in Jerusalem ; in 1913-14 he 
Studied painting in’ Paris; in 1915 
he was employed in Italy as an

agent for a leather firm (which 


reminds one of Gauguin working 
in Denmark as agent for some- 
body’s sunblinds); and he might, 


it seems, have sold more leather if 


he had spent less time in the 
Florentine‘ and Roman galleries. 
_ From 1916 till 1921 he ‘worked 
in Rumania doing, as he has put 
it all sorts of jobs for a living ’ 
and painting as much and as often 
aS he could.

asked himself repeatedly What 
next? Shall I stay here’? Or go 
back to Rumania ? Or go back to 
Paris—the centre of the modern 
art. world?” And he as_ surely 
answered: in the end: “ My roots 
are in none of these places ; I shall 
go to Palestine and replant my- 
self there.” Eventually, he went 
to Palestine, where he has lived 
ever since—with occasional visits 
to London, Paris, New York, 
Holland, Italy, and Morocco, as 
more and more places exhibited his 


pictures. | 
In Palestine he was soon an 
influential figure, organising art 


clubs, exhibitions, and so forth. By 
1948 he was so prominent and so 
respected as a citizen that. the 
Israeli Government sent him as 
their Minister to Rumania, where 
he stayed for two years. (This 
reminds one of Paderewski’s ten 
months as Prime Minister of 
Poland and the ten months spent in 
England by Peter Paul Rubens as 
official envoy to King Charles I 
the Infanta Isabella, 
Governor-General of the Nether- 
lands, and King Philip of Spain.) 
Today, at the age of 64, Rubin is 
the recognised doyen of Israeli 
painters. 


Double Content 


This is Rubin’s “success story ” 
on the material and social plane. 
His life’s journey as an artist is a 
more complicated matter because 
his art springs from the Ecole de 
Paris, conditioned by living in 
Israel, and also from Israel as con- 
ditioned by his enthusiasms for the 
esthetic adventures of the Ecole de 
Paris. Each type of stimulus has 
driven him to produce its own kind 


_of picture—in the one case a series 


of zsthetic compositions and in the 
other a series of Israeli records. 
There are also a few pictures where 
both types of stimulus appear—not 


‘fused or confusedly mingled but 


clearly coexisting side by side and 
giving a double, not a dual, con- 
tent to the work. ;

we have Ecole de Paris chairs and 
musical instruments on a terrace 
with a fluttering curtain and shut- 
ters opening on a landscape. But 
that 1s not all—as it probably 
would be in most Ecole de Paris 
paintings—because the landscape 
which comes right up to. the 
terrace is wholly Israel and we are 
made to feel mysteriously that the 
veritable subject of this picture 
without figures is the unseen pre- 
sence of the Jewish music-lovers 
who inhabit this dwelling and cul- 
tivate this land. 


‘European Influence 
I must stress here the European 
stimulus and the wide range of this 
artist's zsthetic culture because 


Mr. Alfred Werner has, I think, 
underplayed this aspect. in the 


- essay which begins this book. At 


the opening of his 1955 Retro- 
spective Exhibition in the Tel Aviv 
Museum, Rubin is reported to have 
said: “I love this land and its 
neople. I love the transparent 
light, the shimmer of the olive 
trees which I shall never tire of 
painting. ... I want to pass on to 
the spectator this joy that I have 
experienced”; and we have only 
to look at his Israeli pictures to see 
that he was speaking the truth. 
But it was not the whole truth. 
He should, I think, have added 
(perhaps he did?) “I also love-— 
or have loved at various times 
—the art of Gauguin, Matisse, 
Chagall, and Derain; calligraphic 
drawings by Dufy and Chinese 
artists; the marvellous life in 
Picasso’s drawings; the genre 
observation of Pieter Bruegel, the 
landscape backgrounds in early 
lialian frescoes . . .” and so on. 
For Rubin, thanks to his travels 
and to modern illustrated books, 
has hundreds of paintings and 
drawings by other artists among 
his visual memories, conscious or 
unconscious. It could not be 
otherwise; and like all his con- 
temporaries he has had gradyally 
to sort out all these excitrig 
memories and somehow transmute 


them for his own personal ends. 

He has done this. continuously 
in his impressive pilgrim’s progress 
as an artist. . Among his earlier 
records of the Holy Land I 
saw. in London jn 1930- his

and he has advanced from that to 
his “Ain. Karem” of 1955 (now 
owned by the Israeli Embassy in 
London)...

For a holiday task tie pupils of 
Greenhill Jewish High have been set 
a.“ project’ on Anglo-Jewish history. 
The Silverstone twins have gone for 
a visit to. their uncle's residence at 
Thetford, known as “ David's House.” 


F all the crummy. ideas 
I have ever come across,” 
Shammai . saying

From my comfortable window 
seat within the immensely thick 
library walls of ‘“ David’s House ” 
1 forbore to say anything which 
would irritate hiny further. — All 
that morning we had tramped the 
flat Norfolk. countryside, searching 
for evidence of the Jewish commu- 
nity which our uncle had said had 
once: lived in the Thetford. area, 
but without the slightest success. 

In the town itself (population 
four thousand odd, the whole 
place hardly bigger than our local. 
park in Greenhill!) we had found 
absolutely nothing to connect the 
present dav with those remote 
times. There was not even a Jewry 
Street, as thev have in London, 
Which would give us a clue. 

We had examined one’ or two 
ruins ‘which seemed promising. 
There. was. one stuck in a- field 
miles away from the main road. 
which looked as. though it might 
have been at least a thousand years 
old, and we trudged over to it 
across the furrows, our shoes gather- 
ing mud by the ton as we went- (it 
had rained heavily overnight), but 
there was hardly more than a 
broken-down archway and a ruined 
tower. We searched this pretty 
thoroughly all the same; and even 
climbed right to the top at the 
risk of our lives (a good fifteen 
feet, I. should think!), because 
Shammai swore he could see what 
looked like bloodstains there. We 
were pretty mad when we got up 
and found that some clown had 


written in red crayon: “ Wot,-no- 


beer ?”’ 


The other place seemed to be a. 


sort of rest home for fat spiders 
—[ have. never seen such 
whoppers! They appeared to be 
rather annoved at being disturbed, 
and after one had dropped on to 


the peak of my cap, and then 
vanished somewhere inside my 
blazer, it seemed a good time to 
call a halt to the project for that 
Gay... 

So there we were sitting in the 
library recuperating. It really was 
a smashing place, with any amount 
of the sort of books I go for, and 
I was deep in iitustrated 
“Robinson Crusoe” and thousands 
of miles from the mainland when 
I heard Shammai gasp beside me. 
I turned and looked at him. His 
mouth was open, and he was 
staring down at a book he had 
on his lap as though he could not 
believe his own eyes. : 

I leaned across to look at it. I 
believe I. have mentioned before 
what a glutton for punishment he 
could be at times. It was a book 
on Anglo-Jewish history! | 
exclaimed, thrusting it at me, and 
pointing out something with his 
finger. .I took the book and read 


the passage. 


“ Once the capital of East Angelia, 
Thetford a mint from the 
time. of Athelstan to King John, 


anda certain David the Monever 


is Known to have lived in the town 
in the twelfth century.” 

“Well, what about it?” I said. 

His eyes were blazing into mine. 
“You mean you don't see?” he 
cried incredulously. My face must 
have continued to show its puzzie- 
ment, for he suddenly took hold 
of the book and turned its pages 
furiously.

I could see I had better humour 


him, and read the piece aloud.

His 
main job is helping children. 

Eddie Cantor is greatly interested 
in the Young Men’s Hebrew Associa- 
tion: he is a founder of the Eddie 
Cantor Camp Commission, which 
sends some 3,000 boys for a fortnight 
in the country every summer. When 
he came to England in 1938 he raised 
£194,000: for Youth Aliyah—an 
amount that has never been equalled 


by any other variety artist. A national 


Eddie Cantor Week was held in-«the 
United States in 1937, and he has 
won the Y.M.C.A. nation-wide popu- 
larity competition, as well as the gold

medal for Americanism and 
Humanism. There is a street in New 
York called Eddie Cantor Street. 

There is one more story I would 
like to tell you that is related not 
about but by-Eddie Cantor. A mis- 
sionary on his way to China was told 
that he was wasting his time: that 
there was too much misery. for any 
single man to cope with. The mis- 
sionary replied: “When it is dark 
about me I do not curse the darkness. 
I light my candle.” 

There is a lesson for all of us here.

half-way towards being a backhand 


grip. Study this diagram carefully 
and try to do the best you can with 
it, always remembering to hold 
the neck of your racket with your 
spare hand in between shots. Besides 
giving balance this is the hand that 
actually moves the racket around for 
you smoothly and easily from one 
grip to another. 

Scoring is easy. You need four 
points to Win a game. The first 1s 
called fifteen, the second thirty, the 
third forty, and the fourth game. lf 
both sides score three points each the 
score is forty-all, which is called 
deuce.

RELAY RUNNING 


This race, which can be the most 
enjoyable of all athletic events, 
both for the competitor and the 
spectator, requires a great deal of 
practice and thought. 

In selecting the order for the 
4 x 110 yards relay, consideration 
must be given to the merits of the 
various runners. 

The first runner does not neces- 
sarily have to be the fastest starter, 
although this, of course, is an advan- 
tage. He must be the fastest runner 
over 119 yards (which is his full run- 
ning distance). The second man is 
usually one who runs the 220 yards 
as well as the one hundred yards, 
as he has to cover a total distance 
of 129 yards ; and, similarly the third 
runner. These two “legs” are the 
most: important of the race, for a 
relay is invariably won or lost at 
these stages. 

The last man, who runs about 100 
yards, must be one who is reliable 
and does not panic in a crisis and 
can fight his way past the other 
runners if he is in arrears. 


* * + 


It is not the four fastest runners 
who always win relays ; yuite often 
it is the team with the best baton- 
changing which triumphs. At Stock- 
holm last year in the European 
Games, the British relay team nearly 
caused the surprise of the champion- 
ships when they ran the German team 
(whose four runners had all recorded 
9.4 for the 100. yards. or faster) to 
inches: This was only due to the 
fact that the British team’s baton- 
passing was far superior than that of 
their opponents. 

Remember that practice makes 
perfect and only with practice will 
the baton séravel smoothly round the 
track.

this connection, the Dayanim empha- 
sise that where mixed marriages break 
down the proselyte partner almost 
invariably abandons Judaism. 

But the Beth Din insists that it 
treats each case .on its merits and 
hears every applicant (last year 315 
interviews were granted in proselytisa- 
tion cases) And if ihe Dayanim are 
satisfied that the applicant is a person 
of integrity and moral character and

Applications are also often received 
from proselytes already accepted by 
Reform or Liberal groups. The Beth 
Din regards such people as new 


applicants. 
Special consideration, say the 
Dayanim, is given to children of 


mixed marriages and, they claim, the 
Court goes out of its way to help 
these youngsters. If it is Satisfied that 
such children are brought up in an 
Orthodox atmosphere it will give them

Childless Couples

and the adoption of a non-Jewish 
child involves the problem of prosely- 
 Investigatrons are made 
difficult by the reluctance of. adoption 
societies, aS a matter of. policy, to 
disclose information about a -child’s 
natural parents. 

In recent years the Beth Din has 
instituted a form. of registration for 
adopied children, A notice to this 
effect was put: in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, and the response, accord- 
ing to the Beth Din, was “ amazing.” 
Adoption certificates are now. issued. 
year the number of- adoption 
applications totalled $1, of which 21 
were confirmed. The previous years 
heures were 60 and 43 respectively. 
The granting of various certificates 
is an important aspect of the Beth 
Din’s work. and 680 interviews were 


“held last year (464 the previous year) 


in. connection with certificates involv- 
ing- permission to Marry, pensions and 
compensation, marital pro- 
selytisation, renunciation of —imherit- 
ance, aguna, and soon, ° 

In’ addition, about. 2,000 mis- 
cellaneous. shaalot ‘are. dealt with 
annually through interview, telephone, 
or correspondence. 

All this is only part of the Beth 
Din’s work. As. the. constitutional 
ecclesiastical authorities of both the 
Board of Shechita and the Kashrus 


Commission, the Chief Rabbi and 
Dayanim hold sessions for dealing 
with matters concerning shechita, 
kashrut supervision, and Passover 
licences. Last year there were 55 


‘sessions and $25 interviews granted in 


connection with the work of the 
Board of Shechita, 40 sessions and 184 
interviews relating’ to the Kashrus 
Commission, and 34 sessions and 120 
interviews for Passover — licences. 
Together with the Haham, the Pro- 
vincial Botei Din, and the leading 
rabbis of Britain and Ireland, the 
Chief Rabbi and the Beth Din super- 
vise the manufacture of matzot. 

The Davanim also attend confer- 
ences with overseas or provincial 
rabbis, as well as with shochetim and 
mohelim,.. Last year there were 17 
such meetings. Newly appointed 
shochetim, shomerim, and mohelim 
must be examined by the Chief 
Rabbi's Court, and 46 sessions and 
156 interviews were arranged for this 
purpose in 1958. 

In addition, the Dayanim inspect 
abattoirs periodically, as well as cattle 
and poultry yards, and bakeries and 
refineries bearing the seal of the Beth 
Din. Twenty-eight such visits were 
made last year. | 

Close contact is maintained with 
the Sephardim, -with provincial, 
Israeli. and Commonwealth Batei Din, 


‘and especially with some Canadian 


communities whose constitutions 
require various cases to be referred 
to the Chief‘ Rabbi’s Court.: There 
contacts also. with American 
rabbis, particularly in connection with 
matters of marriage and divorce. 

The Beth Din has cordial relations 
with governmental c.uthorities who 
frequently seek the Court’s help in the 
provision ‘of documents. and on 
definition of status. 


“Never at a Loss” 


Does the Beth Din feel that Jewish 
law meets present-day requirements ? 
Is the law too rigid? 
body . is qualified or authorised to 
amend or introduce new legislation ? 

The. Chief Rabbi's Court has no 
doubts on: these issues.. It believes 
that the Law of God«has an answer 
to every human problem, even those 
of modern times. -“ We are never. at 
a loss. We find an answer (in Jewish 
law) to everything. All is based on 
the Torah.” 

The Beth Din admits, however, that 


there are occasionally difficult cases, 


especially. those involving. ‘aguna, 
Said the Chief Rabbi: ‘We search 
Jewish law to help such cases. . We 
do not hesitate to get in touch with 


world rabbanim when difficult cases 


are involved. We will approach -any 
scholar of world repute.” 

One davan said: “We seek every 
loophole in Jewish law ‘to’ assist 
people. We search the law to help.” 

In the view of the Beth Din, no 
religious body can alter Jewish law. 


The Court often consults with the 


Israeli Chief Rabbinate in. difficult 
cases and concedes that the ultimate 
creation of a supreme religious body 
would be.“ helpful.” But 
consensus of opinion is that it is at 
present’ premature to have a world 
religious authority.

One could add several other names that 
obtrude on one’s attention while looking 
at individual pictures, yet the exhibition 
as a whole does not seem that of an 
eclectic. For there is personality here. in 
the choice and use of his. backgrounds, 
for instance, and his predilection for a 
blue that contributes toward the tender: 
ness that informs his strong drawing. 
Poetic feeling such as Lagar’s, expressed

MAN. PRESUME 
DEAD IS ALIVE 


Refugee from Nazism 


From a Special Correspondent 


Mr. Justice Karminski, in the Pro- 
bate Division last week, revoked the 
grant of letters of administration in 
the estate of Sachar Bloch, presumed 
deceased, issued on April 10, 1952, 
to Mr, Bloch’s sister, Mrs. Katie Pre- 
mett, and to Mr. Edgar Samuel Buck, 
solicitor, after his Lordship had on 
January 25, 1951,- granted Mrs. 
Premett and Mr. Buck leave to swear 
that Mr: Bloch had died in. or since 
April, 1940. The grant was revoked 


on the ground that Mr. Bloch is still: 


alive. 
_ In his judgment-his Lordship said that 
before the Nazi régime in Germany Mr. 
loch lived there with his wife and 
daughter and practised as a dentist. After 
Hauler came to power, however. he was. 
being Jewish, ri¢htly apprehensive about 
the future of himself and his family. 
From time to time he sent to Mrs. Pre- 
mett, who then lived in London, moncy 
which she lodged at the Harrow Road 
branch of Barclays Bank, and which 
totalled a little ever £2,000, 


Resident in Riga 


By the time war broke out .in-1939. Mr. 
Bloch, -his wife. and his daughter had 
gone to live in Riga and early m 1940 
communications: from. him. and his 
1949 Mrs. Premett 
consulted Mr, Buck, as to what to do, 
and that resulted in the application in 
1951 to his Lordship for leave to swear 
Sachar Bloch’s death. At that time noth- 
ing had been heard for a number of years 
of him-or his wife or his daughter. and 
the probability was that he and they had 
perished either at the Nazis’ hands or as 
the result of the war smuation in Eastern 
Europe, 

In or about January, 1958, it became 
clear that Mr. Bloch was :alive; and it 
was conceded, in the circumstances, that 
the grant of letters of administration 
could not stand and must be revoked. 
The real issue was whether the adminis- 
trators acted in good faith when the 


ceased. 


matter was presented to the Court m 
1951, since they were asking for an 
indemnity under Section 27. of the 


Administration of Estates Act, 1925, . His 
Lordship. was satisfied that Mr. Buck had 
acted in good faith and granted him an 
indemnity. He was . equally «satisfied, 
however. at Mrs Gudrun Marx, whose 
late ‘husband was Mrs Bloch’s brother, 
received a postcard dated May. 18, 1945, 
which. purported to come from Mrs. 
Bloch saying that they were all in. Russia, 
and that. in the autumn of 1945, Mrs. 
Marx showed that postcard to Mrs. Pre- 
His Lordship. was perfectly cer- 
tain that when Mrs. Premett consulted 
Mr. Buck she had not forgotten the viial 


fact. conveyed by that postcard, . He 
could not, therefore, grant her an 
indemnity,

MAHARAL |

The Czechoslovak Jewish commu- 
nity, according to an announcement 
from the communal headquarters in 
Prague, is to celebrate the 350th 
anniversary of the death of the 
famous. Maharal, who died in 
Prague in September, 1609, 

The .Mahar¢dl,\whose full name was 
Judah ben Bezalel Lowe, was one of 
the leading rabbinic figures of the 
seventeenth century. He wrote about 
15 outstanding works rabbinic 
subjects, the most important of which 
was the “ Gur Aryeh,” a commentary 
to Rashi, published in Prague in 1578. 
His name is associated with the story 
of the Golem, which he was supposed 
to have created out of clay by the use 
of an amulet bearing the name of the 
Almighty. 

A special service is to be held in. the 
Old Synagogue of Prague, built in place 
of the one which was erected. at the 
time when the Maharal became rabbi of 
the. Jewish community -of Prague and 
founded: the first. Chevra Kadisha’ or 
Burial Society in the city. -Dr. Gustav 
Sicher, the Chief Rabbi of Prague, is to 
deliver a special address, and. similar 
commemoration meetings are to be held 
in other Jewish communities throughout 
Czechoslovakia.

Mr. Jacob Pat, the Executive Secre- 
tary of the American Jewish Labour 
Committee, has. stated that the Soviet 
Exhibition on view here reflects the 
“liquidation. of Jewish culture” in 
the Soviet Union. 

After visiting the exhibition Mr, 
Pat said that it claimed to show that 
40 national groups, which under the 
Tsars had developed neither their 
own language nor culture now enjoyed 
both. “But the only attempt to 
reflect Jews and Judaism in non- 
Russian language is through ‘ Book 
of Peace,’ by the late Rabbi Schleifer, 
of Moscow, and a thin book on 
Sholem Aleichem. This is all that 
seems left of Soviet Jewish culture.” 

Aboard the ‘plane which took him 
from Washington to California, Mr, 
Kozlov gave an interview which also 
included replies to questions about 
the status of Jews in the U.S.S.R, 

When asked whether it is true that 
the Jewish minority in the Soviet 
Union has fewer rights than others 
and that recently synagogues have 
been closed down in the Ukraine and 
other areas, Kozlov replied; 


“ God grant it that Jews should live 


such a life in any other country as- 


they do in the Soviet Union! They 
live a much better life in the Soviet 
Union than they do in Israel. Of 
that. I am sure. There were Jews 
who at their own request. left the 
Soviet Union to go to Isracl. Many 
wrote letters to‘the Soviet Union in 
which they said they were having a 
bad time and wanted to come back 
to the Soviet Union. Some of these 
letters have been publicised in our 
press.” 

Kozlov added that Jews are being 
treated in the same way as any other 
group, and that many Soviet citizens 
are Jews or are married to Jewish 
women. He said that some of his 
best friends were Jews and that he 


was personally acquainted with the. 


rabbi who had been granted permis- 
sion to sell materials for making mat- 
zot for Passover. Reports of the 
closing of synagogues had been 
fabricated, he declared, 

The ‘Soviet 
criticism in the House of Representa- 
tives for his assertion that Jews live 
a “much better life in the U.S.S.R.

The House Majority leader Mr, 
John McCormack, said that Mr. 
Kozlov made a “bad slip” when he 
sought to portray Jewish life in 
Russia as better than in Israel.
